27. (Previously presented) A pharmaceutical composition comprising a therapeutically effective 
amount of a compound according to claim 21 and at least one pharmaceuticaily acceptable 
carrier. 

28. (Previously presented) A pharmaceutical composition comprising a therapeutically effective 
amount of a compound according to claim 21 and a therapeutically effective amount of another 
drug substance selected from the group consisting of an anti-inflammatory, a bronchodilator, an 
antihistamine, an immunosuppressive and an anti-tussive.

30. (Previously presented) A method of treating a patient with obstructive or inflammatory 
airways disease by administering a therapeutically effective amount of at least one compound 
according to claim 21 .

(B) recovering the resultant compound of fomiula I in free or sal t or solvat e f orm. 

33. (New) The method of claim 30 wherein the obstructive or inflammatory airways disease is 
asthma, adult/acute respiratory distress syndrome, chronic obstructive pulmonary or airways 
disease, chronic bronchitis or dyspnea associated therewith, emphysema, exacerbation of 
ainA/ays hypenreactivity consequent to other drug therapy, bronchitis or pneumoconiosis. 
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
